4. The applicant's arguments are persuasive. First, the prior art does not teach 
displacing the end of the mouthpiece section. Second, the drawing of Ahern et al. was 
misinterpreted by the examiner, and the applicant is correct that perforations on the 
deformed part of Ahern et al. would provide obvious benefit, and would not result in the 
claimed invention, nor would the combinations suggested be obvious.
